Mr.  Chainnan,  Mrs  Bishop  and  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  Rural  District  for  1958. 


The  death  rate,  infantile  mortality  rate  and  incidence  of 
infectious  diseases,  are  the  criteria  by  which  the  health  of  a  district 
may  be  judged.  In  the  case  of  the  Rural  District  the  death  rate  and 
infantile  mortality  rate  are  below  the  national  level,  and  there  have 
been  no  outbreaks  of  serious  infectious  disease  during  the  year,  the 
measles  epidemic  was  mild  generally. 


On  these  grounds  as  well  as  on  consideration  of  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  area,  there  is  justification  for  feeling  that 
the  district  generally  is  a  healthy  one. 


The  immunisation  and  vaccination  campaigns  carried  out  by  the 
County  Council  are  steadily  progressing  and  persons  in  the  I6  -  25 
age  group  were  included  in  the  scheme  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination 
from  September.  As  in  the  case  of  Diphtheria  the  level  of  people 
vaccinated  should  be  in  the  region  of  70  -  80%  in  order  to  obtain 
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the  same  results,  that  is,  practically  complete  eradication  of  the 
disease. 


I  understand  that  the  Council  in  the  near  future  intend  to 
inaugurate  a  weekly  refuse  collection  over  the  whole  district  and 
proposals  are  also  under  way  to  improve  the  cesspool  emptying  - 
both  measures  being  important  public  health  procedures. 


Slum  Clearance  and  re  housing  of  people  from  unfit  houses  have 
proceeded  throughout  the  year.  In  1955  it  was  understood  that  296 
houses  would  require  demolition  and  at  the  end  of  the  year,  another 
report  was  submitted  to  the  Council  stating  that  128  properties  still 
remain  to  be  dealt  with. 


I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  I'lr.  Dunning  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  the  other  members  of  the  Public  Health  Staff  for  their 
co-operation  and  assistance  during  the  year  in  the  smooth  running  of 
the  Department. 


I  would  also  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for 
their  help  throughout  the  year.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  much  higher  than  in  the 
previous  year,  that  recorded  at  the  Faversham  Sewage  Works  being 
31.58  inches  as  compared  with  23.08  inches  in  1957,  and  at  Highsted 
Water  Works,  Sittingbourne ,  31.26  inches  in  1958  as  compared  with 
24.17  inches  in  1957.

3,  POPUUTION 


The  estimated  mid-year  population  for  the  District  as  given  by 
the  Registrar-General  was  20,350  showing  a  decrease  of  40  over  last 
year’s  estimate,  and  an  increase  of  636  over  the  1951  Census  figure. 
The  natural  increase  of  the  population,  i.e.,  the  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  during  1958  was  124* 


4.  NUMBER  OF  INHABITED  HOUSES 


The  estimated  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  1958 
was  6,582  as  compared  with  6,549  at  the  end  of  1957  -  an  increase 
of  33.  There  were  34  houses  built  by  the  Council  and  56  constructed 
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privately  (total  90),  but  during  the  year  other  houses  ceased  to  be 
used  as  living  accommodation  either  by  reason  of  demolition  or 
conversion  to  other  purposes*

(iii)  Birth  Rate  -  The  crude  birth  rate  for  the  year  at  14.7  per 
1,000  of  the  estimated  population  shows  a  slight  increase  as  compared 
with  14*1  per  1,000  for  1957.  The  corrected  birth  rate  for  the  area 
is  15.1,  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  being  l6.4  -  0,3  higher  than 
in  1957  and  the  highest  since  1949. 


(iv)  Percentage  of  Still  Births  and  Illegitimate  Rate  ~  The 
percentage  of  still  births  to  total  births  has  increased  from  2,09% 
in  1957  to  2.6%  in  1958  and  the  illegitimate  rate  shows  a  decrease 
from  5.1%  in  1957  to  4.8%  in  1958. 


(v)  Excess  of  Births  over  Deaths  -  This  amounted  to  124  for  the 
year  1958  and  shows  an  increase  as  compared  with  the  corresponding 
figure  for  1957  which  was  98  and  is  slightly  higher  than  95  which  was 
the  figure  for  1956. 

(vi)  Table  1  shows  the  number  of  births  and  birth  rates  since  1946. 


2.  DEATHS 


(a)  The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  or  assigned  to  the  area 
during  1953  was  186,  of  which  102  were  males  and  84  females.  This  is 
a  decrease  on  the  number  ,(l89)  which  occurred  in  the  previous  year  and 
as  will  be  seen  from  Table  1  the  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  1953  is 
below  the  average  for  the  past  thirteen  years.

(b)  The  crude  death  rate  at  9ol  per  1,000  of  the  population 
shows  a  slight  decrease  over  that  of  the  previous  year  (9*3  per  1,000). 
The  corrected  death  rate  for  the  area  is  9*0  which  compares  favourably 
with  the  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  which  is  11.7.  This  is  0.2 
higher  than  that  for  1957. 


(c)  Table  1  shows  the  number  of  deaths  and  death  rates  since  1946 
and  Table  2  shows  the  causes  of  death  during  1958  classified  by  the 
Registrar-General  under  36  headings  based  on  the  Abbreviated  List  of 
the  International  Statistical  Classification  of  Diseases,  Injuries  and 
Causes  of  Death.

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3,  INFANT  MORTALITY 


There  were  5  deaths  of  inf ants  under  1  year  of  age  during  1958. 

An  increase  of  one  over  that  of  the  previous  year,  which  gives  an 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  year  of  16.7  per  1,000  live  births  this 
is  below  the  average  for  the  past  thirteen  years.  ‘^e  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole  is  22«5  per  1,000  live  births 
and  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country.  It  was  0.6  per  1,000 
below  that  for  1957  the  previous  lowest. 


The  number  of  infant  deaths  and  the  rate  per  1,000  births  for  the 
past  twelve  years  in  the  district  are  given  in  Table  4*  Infantile 
Mortality  is  an  indication  of  standard  of  living,  environmental 
conditions  and  medical  care.

There  were  351  notifications  received  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  826  in  1957,  a  decrease  of  475*  l-leasles  accounted  for  255 
notifications  as  compared  with  491  in  the  previous  year,  a  decrease 
of  236*  I'/hooping  Gough  dropped  considerably  this  year  there  being 
25  notifications  as  compared  with  239  in  1957.  The  number  of  cases 
of  Pneumonia  notified  remained  about  the  same  as  last  year  being  45 
in  1958  and  58  in  1957.  There  were  9  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  - 
8  of  these  cases  occurred  in  the  last  two  months  of  the  year.  It  is 
pleasing  to  record  that  there  were  no  cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  - 
Paralytic  or  Non-Paralytic  notified  in  the  area  during  the  year. 


FOOD  POISONING 


There  were  three  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  during  the 
year.  A  young  boy  in  March  and  an  elderly  married  couple  in 
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December  and  in  neither  of  the  incidents  was  the  cause  definitely- 
established. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


There  was  one  case  of  Non-Tuberculosis  of  the  Kidney  notified 
during  the  year  but  subsequently  the  case  was  found  to  be  Non- 
Tubercu'^us.  .  Only  9  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  1958  a  decrease  of  7  from  the  1957  figures,  this  number  is 
below  the  average  for  the  past  thirteen  years. 


During  the  year  a  total  of  9  patients  from  the  Swale  Area  were 
admitted  to  Hospital  or  Sanatorium  for  treatment.

A  summary  of  the  cases  remaining  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register 
for  the  area  at  the  end  of  1958  is  shown  in  Table  9«  Though  there 
has  been  over  a  period  of  years  a  gradual  increase  in  the  numbers  on 
the  Register  (88  at  the  end  of  1947,  and  178  at  the  end  of  19^8)  this 
is  neither  unexpected  nor  alarming,  but  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
patients  are  on  the  Register  for  longer  periods  than  previously.

II#IUNISATIQH  AI^D  VACCINATION 

(i)  Diphtheria  Inununisation 

From  figures  supplied  by  oourtesyof  the  County  Medical  Officer 
it  appears  that  224  children  under  u  years  of  age  and  14  children  aged 
5-15  years  were  immunised  during  1958.  It  would  also  appear  that 
of  all  children  in  the  area  under  the  age  of  15  years  on  the  31st 
December,  1958  -  4>06l  had  completed  a  course  of  immunisation  before 
that  date.  The  number  of  re-inforcing  innoculations  carried  out 
(mainly  children  commencing  school  life;  was  190  as  compared  with 
413  in  the  previous  year. 
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(ii)  Vaccination 


Also  by  courtesy  of  the  County  I'ledical  Officer  it  is  reported  that 
160  primary  vaccinations  and  4  re-vaccinations  were  carried  out,  as 
compared  with  last  year’s  figures  which  were  191  and  8  respectively* 

Of  the  160  primary  vaccinations  88  were  of  children  under  1  year  of  age 
and  64  of  children  aged  1-5  years.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1,  Water  Supply 


The  rual  district  is  well  supplied  with  main  water;  the  parishes 
of  Hart lip  and  Upchinrch  are  supplied  by  the  Medway  Water  Board, 
Bobbing,  Iwade,  Lower  Halstow  and  Newington  by  the  Sittingbourne  and 
Milton  Urban  District  Coxmcil;  Oare  by  the  Faversham  Water  Company 
and  the  remaining  parishes  by  the  Mid  Kent  Water  Company. 


The  2^  mile  extension  of  the  water  main  from  Courtenay  Road, 
Dunkirk  to  Denstroude  was  just  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year  but 
only  in  time  for  one  of  the  dwellings  to  be  connected  to  it.  There 
are  approximately  50  houses  in  the  rural  district  without  a  piped 
supply  and  when  the  remainder  of  the  properties  at  Denstroude  have  been 
connected  this  figure  will  have  been  reduced  considerably. 


2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage 


There  were  no  major  extensions  to  sewers  carried  out  this  year 
but  modifications  and  improvements  to  the  outfall  works  at  Teynham 
were  completed.  The  preparation  of  sewerage  scheme  for  the  parishes 
of  Boughton,  Bapchild  and  Upchurch  is  practically  completed  and  it  is 
hoped  that  work  on  these  schemes  will  be  started  in  1959 • 


The  parishes  of  Boughton,  Oare,  Teynham.  Lynsted,  Iwade,  Newington, 
Lower  Halstow  and  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Borden  and  Rodmersham  have 
sewerage  facilities.

(a)  Refuse  Collection 

The  amount  of  refuse  put  out  for  collection  steadily  increases 
and  although  a  five  day  week  has  been  introduced  with  beneficial 
results  I  must  repeat  what  I  said  last  year  viz.,  that  it  is  time  the 
standard  of  collection  was  improved. 
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Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  tipping  in  disused  pits  at  Borden, 
Newnham  and  Selling o  That  at  Borden  is  carried  out  as  controlled 
tipping  but  the  other  two  have  deep  faces  and  consequently  are 
difficult  to  cover  adequately. 


(b)  Cesspool  Emptying 


This  is  a  difficult  service  to  administer  as  the  demand  steadily 
increases  and  the  number  of  tipping  places  steadily  decreases 
resulting  in  longer  hauls  for  disposal  and  correspondingly  less  time 
for  emptying.  This  creates,  at  times,  undue  delay  in  complying  with 
requests  for  emptying  the  cesspools  and  as  it  is  almost  invariable  that 
application  for  emptying  is  not  made  urioil  the  cesspool  is  overflowing 
it  is  not  surprising  that  at  times  complaints  are  both  loud  and  long 
that  the  service  is  inadequate. 


A.,  Rodent  Control 


There  is  one  operator  on  the  staff  responsible  for  survey  work 
and  also  carrying  out  treatments  for  disinfestation  of  premises® 

There  is  no  charge  for  treatment  to  dwelling  houses  but  tenant  or 
owners  of  businesses  must  either  do  the  work  themselves,  when  advice 
and  guidance  are  freely  given  or  pay  the  estimated  cost  of  the  treat¬ 
ment,  During  1958  there  seems  to  have  been  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  major  infestations  starting  in  the  south  of  the  district  and 
gradually  transferring  to  the  north  west. 


A  test  of  the  sewers  at  Newington,  Teynham  and  Lynsted  was 
carried  out  in  June  when  a  total  of  28  manholes  were  baited.  No 
evidence  of  any  infestation  was  revealed. 


Unfortunately  the  damage  the  operator  sustained  to  his  finger 
at  the  end  of  1957  prevented  his  return  to  work  until  March,  but 
nevertheless  the  summary  of  the  year’s  work  is  impressive. 


During  the  year  109  treatments  covering  600  properties  were 
carried  out  and  as  a  result  over  4  cwts  of  poison  bait  were  taken.

5.  Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 


(i)  During  the  year  19  visits  were  made  for  investigating  cases 
of  infectious  disease  and  18  rooms  disinfected. 


(ii)  There  were  only  25  visits  concerning  complaints  re  vermin  - 
not  a  very  serious  problem  in  this  area. 


6.  Flv  Control 


The  refuse  tips  are  dusted  regularly  throughout  the  warmer  months 
with  a  malathion  based  powder  -  a  treatment  which  has  proved  effective 
and  is  simple  in  operation. 


Complaints  were  received  of  a  heavy  infestation  of  flies  at  a 
house  in  the  Fairbrook  area  and  although  extensive  visits  were  made 
to  the  area  is  was  not  possible  to  ascertain  with  any  certainty  the 
source  of  the  infestation.

Food  Supplies 


A  great  deal  of  attention  is  given  to  premises  where  food  is 
handled  or  prepared  and  during  the  year  10  informal  notices  were 
served  and  complied  with.  As  will  be  seen  from  Appendix  ”F”  the 
work  covered  by  these  notices  was  not  extensive  and  the  standard 
generally  is  reasonably  satisfactory. 


Unsound  Food 

Diseased  or  unsound  meat  or  similar  food  is  stained  green  and 
disposed  of  by  recognised  firms  manufacturing  fertilisers  and  glue 
etc.  Tin  foodstuff  which  has  been  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption  is  dealt  with  by  destruction  of  the  tin  and  burial.

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SECTION  VII 


HOUSING 


In  the  course  of  the  year  it  was  possible  to  re  house  14  families 
(41  persons)  from  Clearance  Areas,  14  families  (37  persons)  from 
individual  unfit  houses  and  3  families  (9  persons)  from  houses  closed  as  being 
unfit  for  human  habitation*  A  total  of  29  houses  16  from  Clearance 
Areas  and  13  individual  houses  have  been  demolished  during  the  year* 

Further  details  of  work  on  Housing  are  given  below* 


Improvements  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949  have  continued  but  at  a 
somewhat  slower  rate  than  1957*  There  were  44  applications  in  respect 
of  64  dwellings  approved  during  the  year  involving  grants  of  £15#380. 

A  pleasing  aspect  of  these  works  is  that  40  of  the  dwellings  concerned 
were  for  letting*

The  number  of  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  was 
only  21  compared  with  41  received  in  the  five  months  of  1937  in  which 
it  was  in  force.  As  a  result  of  these  21  applications  6  certificates 
were  issued  and  13  undertakings  received  from  various  landlords  to 
carry  out  the  necessary  work.  In  addition  3  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
were  issued  in  respect  of  applications  received  at  the  end  of  1937. 


The  introduction  of  this  Act  caused  a  spate  of  applications  and 
enquiries  but  this  has  now  diminished  and  few  applications  are  being 
received.  While  it  lasted  a  good  deal  of  useful  work  was  carried  out. 


New  Houses 


A  total  of  90  houses  were  built  during  the  year  36  by  private 
enterprise  and  34  by  the  Council.  This  figure  has  increased  somewhat 
from  1937. 


Hop  Pickers  Camos 


Owing  to  the  increase  of  machine  picking  11  camps  have  been  closed 
this  year  leaving  23  still  in  operation.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
number  of  pickers  visiting  the  district  is  now  only  3^000  compared  with 
some  7,300  a  few  years  ago. 
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Caravans 


There  are  two  licensed  sites  in  the  area  one  in  the  eastern  end 
at  Grave ney  and  the  other  at  the  western  end  at  Upchurch «  The 

Grave ney  site  is  for  12  vans  and  has  main  water  and  flush  closets  at 
the  rear  of  the  adjoining  public  house.  The  Upchurch  site  is  for  72 
vans  and  has  main  water  laid  on,  drainage  facilities  washhouse  and 
flush  closets. 

Both  sites  are  well  maintained. 


In  addition  the  Council  has  licensed  a  site  at  Iwade  as  a  temporary 
measure  to  provide  accommodation  for  personnel  employed  on  the 
construction  of  the  bridge  at  Kingsferry  and  the  new  road  leading  to 
it. 


There  are  also  12  isolated  caravans  at  various  places  throughout 
the  district.  During  the  fruit  picking  season  and  other  similar 
periods  of  the  year  there  is  a  considerable  influx  of  vans  all  over 
the  district  and  whilst  control  is  difficult  owing  to  the  temporary 
nature  of  the  occupation  visits  are  paid  and  efforts  made  to  ensure 
conditions  are  maintained  as  high  as  possible.
